AFTER SEVEN YEARS 


Instrument for Research in Use 
Again After Baffling 
Scientists. 

By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, June 2.—Rowe 
land's ruling machine, which pro- 
duces the ruled gratings used for 
research into the fundamental na- 
ture of light, is in operation agaiftt 
at Johns Hopkins University, after 
baffling for seven -years every sci- 
éentist and méchanic who tried to 
operate it, it was learned today. 

Dr. Robert W. Wood, professor 
of experimental physics at the uni- 
versity, it was announced, has 
finally remedied the two main 
troubles which kept the instrument 
useless. These were the need of a 
constant temperature, the heat of 
a human body in the same room 
being sufficient to impair the ac- 
curacy of the instrument and the 
occurrence of a phenomenon 
known as Lyman “ghosts,”’ lines jin 
the spectrum. 

The “ghosts,”’ it was found, were 
due to errors of a millionth of an 
inch between the lines on the grat- 
ings, caused by varying strains in 
the driving mechanism of the rul- 
ing machine. By a slight change 
in this mechanism and the use of 
rubber bands instead of a.leather 
belt, Dr. Wood produced an even 
tension which dispelled the 
“ghosts.” He also devised a ther- 
mostat of great: delicacy. 

The machine rules 30,000 lines 
to the inch, cut with a diamond 
point on a metal surface. The 
grating formed refracts light more 
perfectly than the finest prism. 


First Carloaa of Watermclons.

HOUSING TRUST 
UFFIGERS FINED ON 
PLEAD OF GUILTY 


‘Seven Trustees and Agents 
of Union Home Builders 
Penalized — One Case 
Nolle Prossed. 


Trustees and agents of the Union 
Home Builders, charged with using 
the mails in furtherance of a 
scheme to defraud, in the sale of 
contracts which were held by the 


Postoffice Department to be in the 
nature of a lottery, pleaded guilty 
in the United States District Court 
today. ' 

On a plea of clemency by their 
attorney, James E. Carroll, backed 
by a recommendation of Horace E. 
Dyer, special prosecutor, they were 
let off with fines. 

Claude Rothery, Albert Wilcox, 
S. Edward Beach and Fred C. 
Weeks, trustees, were fined $100 
each on each of 19 gounts. Rogers 
P. Kline, George R. ferguson and 
Lorenzo D. Gregg, agents, were 
fined $50 each on each of 19 
counts. The case against Wallace 
C. Woodward of New York, a trus- 
tee, was nolle prossed. 

Possible Punishment. 

The maximum punishment whic 
might have been inflicted is five 
years in prison and $1000 fine on 
each count. 

Dyer stated to Judge Faris that 
an examination by postoffice in- 
spectors had shown that the trus- 
tees and agents did not loot the 
institution and gave it as his opin- 
ion that the ends of justice would 
be served by fines. 

Carroll stated that the men had 
turned over to State Finance Com- 
missioner Millspaugh, who was ap- 
pointed receiver for the concern, 
all the assets, and had done all 
that they could to conserve the as- 
sets in the interest of the contract 
holders. It had been shown, he 
said, that, although they were en- 
titled to use $136 of each $1000 
for expenses, they had used Only 
$56. While they were technically 
guilty of violation of a Federal 
statute, they were not guilty of 
moral turpitude.

body in our car.” 

Coroner Wolff continued until 
June 27 his inquest into the mur- 
der, under an agréement between — 
attorneys. ™ 

Loeb and Leopold, under thé 
advice of lawyers, at last adopt- 
ed a policy of silence, refusing 
to talk of the case to any one, 
even the State’s Attorney. 

Hearing on Writs Continued. 

Counsel for the 19-year-old 


prisoners went before Chief Jus- 
tice Caverly, in the Criminal Court, 


with petitions for writs of habeas 
corpus, granting counsel permis- 
sion to consult with their clients. 

Attorneys Clarence 8S. Darrow 
and Benjamin Bachrach, for the 
defense, told the Court they were 
principally interested not only in 
obtaining authority to confer with 
the boys, but to prevent their ex- 
amination by alienists. Several 
alienists already have questioned 
the prisoners at the instance of the 
State’s Attorneys. 

The court continued the heariig 
on the writs until June 6 and or- 
dered the youths returned to jail 
without bond, placing them in the 
custody of the Sheriff as sought 
by the defense attorneys.

Counsel Confer With Prisoners. 

The defense lawyers were vigor- 
ously opposed by the State’s At- 
torney himself, but the Court held 
that the law was on their side. 
Judge Caverly’s ruling means that 
from now on the youths will have 
the advice of lawyers in every 
move they make. Until this morn- 
ing they weer police prisoners, cut 
off from relatives and their coun- 
sel. 

Having won their first legal 
skirmish defense counsel immedi- 
ately went into conference with the 
prisoners. This meeting, which was 
held in the “‘bullpen” at the court- 
house, was attended also by mem- 
bers of the Leopold and Loeb fatn- 
ilies. 

Bachrach, after the conference, 
said he had not talked with the boys 
sufficiently to know whether they 
would repudiate the confessions. 
Asked if he thought third-degree 
methods had been used to obtain 
the confessions, the lawyer said: 

“No physical violence was used, 
but continued questioning and du- 
ress are just as important as phy3- 
ical force.” 

Darrow said he had not talked 
with the boys about any denial of 
the confessions.

HOW REPORTERS AIDED 
IN THE FRANKS CASE 


Two Young Men Obtained Evi- 
dence That Helped in Get- 
ting Confessions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 2.—The Chicago 
Daily News prints the following 
interesting account of the work of 
two of its reporters who aided in 
the solution of the Franks kidnap- 
ing and murder mystery. 

Two “cub” reporters of the Chi- 
cago Daily News—James Mulroy 
and Alvin H. Goldstein—contribut- 
ed more than most of the police 
force and the legions of rival news- 
men combined to the solution of 
the Franks kidnaping. 

They dug up the truth about the 
kidnaping before anyone but 
friends of the Frank family knew 
about it. 

They ran and taxied and poked 
about day and night through the 
week of frenzy that followed, 
turning up valuable information. 
All unaided, they got the evidence 
that broke the kidnapers’ resist- 
ance. 

Mulroy was sitting in a back cor- 
ner of the local room of the Daily 
News office, killing time, on the 
morning of Wednesday, May 21, 
when a tip came in about a kid- 
naping “that Sam Ettelson knows 
all about.” He was sent to see Et- 
telson. 

Got Story of Kidnaping. 

Ettelson wasn't anxious to have 
the newspapers get hold of the 
fact that the 14-year-old son of 
his old friend, Jacob Franks, had 
been kidnaped. But Mulroy talked 
the story out of Ettelson. 

The story wasn't printed. Publi- 
cation might imperil the Hfe of the 
kidnaped boy. But Mifroy didn’t 
let that bother him. He got Gold- 
stein and they set to work.

YOUNG LEOPOLD KILLED AND 
MOUNTED BIRDS AS DIVERSION 


Room in Home Furnished With Acids, Gases,| 
Poisons and Surgeori’s Instrument— 
Joked About Killing.

CHICAGO, June 2.—Drs. Hugh 


T. Patrick, William O. Krohn and 
Archibald Church, specialists in 
the study of mentality, who have 
been engaged by the State’s Attor- 
ney's office to examine Nathan E. 
Leopold Jr- and Richard Loeb, 


self-confessed slayers of Robert 
Franks, are centering their studies 
on Leopold. 

Leopold's principal diversions 
were taxidermy and the study of 
erotic sixteenth century literature. 
He has trapped hundreds and pur- 
chased other hundreds of birds to 
stuff and mount them. In a big 
room on an upper floor of his home 
he has what to all appearance is a 
laboratory. It is furnished with a 
surgeon's instruments, acids, 
poisons and gases. He spent con- 
siderable time in killing and 
mounting birds. 

Cellini Appealed to Him. 

Benvenuto Cellini was one of his 
heroes. The frank confessions of 
this artist appealed to Leopold. 
Here was an allround artist. gold- 
smith without equal, a sculptor and | 
a murderer. 

Peter Aretino, the obscene Ital- 
jan, whose controversies with 
church and authors kept Italy in 
a turmoil, was one of his favorite 
studies. Aretino wrote a book on 


perversions and it was because he 
wanted to read this hook in the 
original that Leopold teok up the 
study of Italian. The “Gold Ass” 
of Apuleuis and the “Styricon” of 
Petrolius were other classics of the 
soiled type that appealed to him: 

In philosophy Leopold worshiped 
Schopenhauer, and said “he has 
unmasked hypocrisy, outlined great 
truths and puts the students of hu- 
man nature on the right path.”

He borrowed a comb and 
slicked back his hair carefully, but 
that was the only sign of any 
thoughts but worried ones. 

“These boys have not yet realized 
the full enormity of their offense,” 
the prosecutor commented.

Auto Man Identifies Leopold.

for President and announced his 
support of the executive who had 
made such a liberal concession.” 
Norris then gaid the McKenzie 


bill, passed by the House, award- 
ing Muscle Shoals to Ford, au- 
thorized public condemnation vf 
private property whereon to erect 
a new steam plant to be turned 
over to Ford to make up for the 
loss of the Gorgas unit. 

“No one has ever offered an ex- 
cuse for directing the Secretary of 
War to condemn private property 
and pay for it out of public funds 
in order to turn it over to a private 
corporation to be used for the sole 
benefit of that corporation,” the re- 
port declares. 

“As far as I know, this.4s the 
first time such a thing has ever 
been attempted. It ought to go a 
great way in bringing satisfaction 
to any person who possesses a 
mania for great wealth and com- 
mercial power. Millions of our 
fellow citizens, however, may won- 
der why this great corporation is 
selected to bacome the beneficiary 
of such a wonderful gift, paid for 
by the toil and sweat of those who 
pay taxes.” 

Norris argues that this is uncon- 
stitutional. ‘It violates the funda- 
mental law of every civilized nation 
on earth,’’ his report asserts. He 
adds sarcastically that “perhaps 
the Ford adherents can have the 
Constitution amended.” 


Propaganda Behind Bid. 


Norris also reviewed the propa- 
ganda behind the Ford bid, saying 
that real estate sharks have fos- 
tered it to boom house lots in the 
vicinity of the plants. Norris cited 
that “on one side of the river alone 
there have been filed and recorded 
in the public records 109 subdivi- 
sions, containing a total of 48,381 
lots.”’ 

Estimating that “many millions 
of dollars have been taken from 
unsuspecting people all over the 
United States,” the report assails 
Ford for not disavowing the mis- 
use of his name. 

“It would seem,” reads the re- 
port, “that a man of his promin- 
ence and his standing ought not to 
stand idly by while in his name 
misrepresentations are being spread 
over the country, having for their 
object the enhancement of his own 
private fortune.” 

Relating how this propaganda 
pictures Ford as the great benefac- 
tor who is to make cheap fertilizer 
for the farmers, Norris charged if 
there is a “fertilizer trust,” as the 
Ford adherents insist, Ford must 
be a party to it since the Ford 
Motor Co. is engaged in the fer- 
tilizer business. 


“If Mr. Ford is now in combi- 
nation,’”’ Norris suggested, ‘“‘then it 


is safe to say he will remain in 


the combination after 
Muscle Shoals.” 

Norris specifically charges that 
“the Washington representative of 
one of the largest farm organiza- 
tions in the United States has been 
from the very. beginning actively 
engaged in spreading this propa- 
ganda. While drawing a salary 
from the farmers of America he is 
carefully feeding them deceptive 
literature tending to mislead them 
fii:.to Mr. Ford’s camp.” 


No Secret Process. 


As a final dig at Ford, Norris 
ridicules the often repeated state- 
ment that Ford has some secret 
process whereby he will make fer- 
tilizer cheaply if given Muscle 
Shoals. 

What Honse Bill Provides. 

The House bill, the report says, 
carries out the idea of the Presi- 
dent in reference to the sale of the 
Gorgas plant and directs the Sec- 
retary of War to construct a steam- 
power plant of 40,000 horsepower 
on the Warrior River, on which the 
Gorgas plant is situated, by pur- 
chase of condemnation and to pur- 
chase or condemn a right of way 
therefrom to Muscle Shoals and 
turn it over to the Ford corpora- 
tion. 

“This proposed new plant, like 
the old one at Gorgas, has no cou- 
nection with Muscle Shoals. It 
will be, however, a very valuable 
acquisition to the Ford corporation. 
It will, in effect, make him a gift 
of a steam power plant located at 
the mouth of a coal mine. It ought 
to go a great way in bringing sat- 
isfaction to any person who pos- 
sesses a mania for great wealth 
and commercial power.”’ 


Lease of Nitrate Plant. 


The report points out that the 
Norris bill gives the Secretary of 
Agriculture authority to lease Ni- 
trate Plant No. 2 to any person or 
corporation which, it cites, would 
include Ford, for the manufacture 
of fertilizer and directs that power 
be supplied to operate the plant. 

“The Secretary of Agriculture, 
under the terms of the bill,” it de- 
clares, “would have authority to 
make such a lease, even without 
charging any rent for the same. 
This leaves the way open for any- 
one to enter the fertilizer field on 
terms much more favorable than it 
is claimed by any of the bidders 
so far, they desire to secure.” 

The report sets forth that, the 
Norris bill contemplates the distri- 
bution of all power not needed for 
fertilizer production and would give 
the Government an important key 
to a glant.power system that could 
cover the entire South, thus, it de- 
clared, preventing power monopoly. 

Fertilizer, it adds, would be pro- 
duced either by the Department of 
Agriculture or a private lessee un- 
der the supervision of the depart- 
ment, and power production under 
distribution would be administered 
by a Federal power corporation, 
which would use as operating cap- 
ital, in addition to the sum  ob- 
tained from the Alabama Power 
Co. for the Gergas plant, accumu-

22 DIED WAS 
KNOWN FIRETRAP 


Removal From Frame 
Building Was Planned 


but Residents Objected 
to New Locations. 


MATRON LOST TRYING 
TO SAVE CHARGES 


Twenty Inmates _ Killed 
When Flames Destroyed 
Home ffor Subnormal 
Children in California. 

By_'h* Associated Pres. 

LOS ANGELES, June 2.—A 
morgue and hospital today housed 
all of the 38 persons who were in 
the care of Hope Development 
School for sub-normal children at 
Playa del Rey, southwest of here, 
when that institution was de- 
stroyed by fire Saturday night. The 
death list in the fire numbers 22. 

Twenty of the dead were in- 
mates of the school. Some were 
less that 10 years old, others were 
young women in their twenties, 
but of child-like mentality. 

Eighteen inmates of the school, 
most of them suffering from minor 
burns, are at St. Catherine's Hos- 
pital, Santa Monica. Also in the 
morgue were the bodies of Mrs. 
Drew Thomas, 48, head matron of 
the school, formerly of Columbus, 
O., who sacrificed her life in a 
vain effort to lead her girl charges 
from the flame _ structure, and 
Wilfred Ringer, 14, adopted son 
of Mrs. Mary Jacobs, operator of 
the school. | 

At the very moment her adopted 
son was perishing in the fire, Mrs. 
Jacobs was trying to find new 
quarters for the children entrusted 
to her care. State and county of- 
ficials and Mrs. Jacobs were 
agreed, they said, that the old 
frame hotel building in which the 
school was housed, was dangerous 
and were making eforts to have it 
moved to safer quarters. 

Unprotected Fire Trap. 

That was an unusually difficult 
task, according to Mrs. Clinton D. 
Steery, member: of the County Pub- 
lic Welfare Committee, under 
whose temporary permit Mrs. Ja- 
cobs was allowed to operate the 
school. “When a suitable place 
was found, she alleged, “residents 
in the vicinity would rise up in 
protest against the loctaion of the 
home for defective children in 
their neighborhood. Despite our 
efforts, despite our realization of 
the fire risk at Playa del Rey, we 
had no other place to put the 
children.’’ 

The three-story structure, re- 
claimed from an abandoned build- 
ing in the deserted pleasure resort 
town of many years ago, was de- 
clared by investigators to have 
been an isolated, unprotected fire 
trap. The school was a private in- 
stitution. 

,According to Walter D. Curtis 
of Los Angeles, who with his fam- 
ily was attending a beach party 
near the school, and who was one 
of the first to arrive, all the doors 
and windows of the _ institution 
were locked. Rescuers who  at- 
tempted to gain entrance through 
the doors of the building were 
turné@i back and were forced to 
break a number of windows be- 
fore they were able to reach the 
trapped children. When the chil- 
dren were reached, Curtis said. 
they were huddled together and 
apparently fighting among them- 
selves. 

Some Perished in Beds. 

The school is located on a la- 
goon more than three miles from 
the nearest fire statfon. Fanned 
by ocean breezes the flames spread 
rapidly over the building, which 
was a mass of flames when the 
first fire companies arrived. 

The fire was discevered shortly 
after the children had _ retired. 
Many of them were still in their 
beds when the first fire apparatus 
arrived and several of them per- 
ished there. 

One of the first rescue squads to 
arrive was a staff of nurses from 
St. Catherine’s Hospital, in Santa 
Monica.

Commissioner - General | Zimmer- 
mann, representing the league, 
thinks it would be wiser to wait a 
few months.

One of His Supporters Says 
Wisconsin Senator Will

WASHINGTON, June 2.—As a 


result of recent conferences with 
his supporters, Senator La Follette 
may make an earlier announce- 
ment of his candidacy for the pres- 
idency on an independént ticket 
than he had intended. The original 
Plan called for a formal announce- 
ment after the Republican and 
Democratic conventions, and just 
preceding the assembling of the 
conference for progressive political 
action at Cleveland on‘July 4. 

It is now -possible that La Fol- 
fette will throw his hat into the 
ring while the Democratic conven- 
tion is still in progress. If this is 


done, he will say that the conven- 


tion, at the time of Ais announce- 
ment, has already shown that it is 
governed by reactionary influences 
and will pick a candidate wunac- 
ceptable to liberal voters. 

The key to the whole La Follette 
strategy, as thus far developed, is 
his intention to get into the field 
(if he finally decides to get in) as 
an independent candidate before 
the July 4 meeting at Cleveland. 

Would Ran on Own Platform. 

Between the endq of the Demo- 
cratic convention and the opening 
of the Cleveland progressive con- 
ference, the time will be short, as 
the Democrats may even be in ses- 
sion over July 4. La  Follette’s 
plans call for his candidacy on his 
own platform. He does not wish 
to be committed, or to seem to be 
committed, to an assortment of 
planks that might be harfded him 
by a nominating convention. 

Hence his desire to be unmis- 
takably in the race by July 4, so 
that the action of the Cleveland 
convention will be an indorsement 
of his candidacy and not a nomin- 
ation. In other words, he intends 
that his candidacy, if possible, shall 
reflect a widespread liberal move- 
ment, and not any special segment 
of the resentment against old-party 
methods. 

If La Follette runs, it is not Ifke- 
ly that he will engage in any ex- 
tended speaking tour. He may, in- 
deed, conduct a “front porch” cam- 
paign, confining his activity largely 
to the issuance of statements. He 
is 69 and his friends feel that he 
should not jeopardize his health by 
stumping the country. He has al- 
ready, in the course of his earlier 
battling, spoken in every state of 
the Union, and his platform and 
personality are well known. 

Strength in Missouri. 

“But,” said one of his leuten- 
ants, “those who think that he is 
going into the fight simply in the 
hope of carrying four or five 
Northwestern states will find they 
are mistaken. The liberal vote in 
Illinois for Jenkins, the La Follette 
candidate for the Republican sen- 
atorial nomination against McCor- 
mick and Deneen, fndicates that 
he will receive great popular sup- 
port everywhere. Jenkins polled 
114,000 votes. ‘If La Follette runa 
he will get many more than that. 
He will show a strength in Mis- 
souri that will surprise many peo- 
ple.”’ 

La Follette appears to have been 
greatly benefitted by his rest at 
Atlantic City. When he took his 
seat in the Senate Saturday, after 
an absence of two months, he did 
not look like a man who had re- 
cently suffered a severe iliness of 
Pneumonia. His color was good 
and his step vigorous. 

Many Senators on both sides of 
the chamber, including some of his 
dearest enemies, shook hands with 
him. Lodge waved a_e greeting. 
which La Follette returned, and 
later the two clasped hands and 
talked with great animation.

NEW YORE, June 2.—iIn response 
to the New York World's urging, 


persons high in the Republican and 
Democratic parties have come out 
with indorsement of a plank de- 
nouncing the Ku Klux Klan as a 


menace to the republic. 
The replies from Democratic 


committee members to the World’s 


inquiry follow: 

Samuel B. Amidon (Kansas): 
With no authority ta bind any can- 
didate, I am heartily in accord with 
the sentiment expressed in the 
resolution suggested by your tele- 
gram. Not being a Catholic and 
connection whatever 
with the Klan, I agrée with ‘Mr. 
McAdoo and stand upon the first 
amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States, which provides: 
“Congress shall make no law re- 
specting an 
ligion or prohibiting free exercise 
thereof, or abridging the freedom 
of speech or of the press or the 
right of the people peaceably to 
assemble.”” Any organization out- 
side of the Democratic party that 
atempts to dominate it is wholly 
unauthorized and not Democratic. 


| Mrs. Gertrude Bowler (Wiscon- 


ain): If we are to have a Govern- 
ment of law and order—and only 
stch a Government can endure— 
we must enact laws which will un- 
mask those who try to set up an 
invisible empire and replace law- 
ful means of court procedure. I 
am opposed to ‘every movement 
that would create class prejudice 
or bring into conflict citizens of 
our country as.a result of race, 
color or creed. If we want to out- 
law wars, let us raise a standard 
in this respect and we will have 
gone a long way toward solving 
this question. The two great 
parties ought not to hesitate on 
this question and should take a 
definite stand that cannot be mis- 
understood. 

Thomas B. Love, Texas: I would 
heartily favor the platform plank 
quoted in the World. While I am 
not a delegate and have no right 
to speak for the Texas delegation, 
I have no doubt that every Texas 
delegate will support this plank, 
for I am confident that a large 
majority of the people of Texas 
would favor it. 

William A. Comstock, Michigan: 
T feel quite sure the Democrats of 
Michigan believe that the Consti- 
tution of the United States and the 
laws of the State of Michigan 
fundamentally guarantee the rights 
and liberties of our citizens with- 
out respect to religion or race. The 
laws of Michigan are sufficient to 
deal with any situation which may 
arise infringing any aforesaid 
rights and liberties. I can see no 
reason why the declaration sug- 
gested by the World should be in- 
corporated in the national plat- 
form of the party. All elective of- 
ficers of the United States and its 
political subdivisions, regardless of 
party, are required irf the oath of 
office to uphold the Constitution 
of the United States and the re- 
spective states and to enforce the 
laws. 

Miss Caroline Ruutz-Rees, Con- 
necticut: While not yet fully per- 
suaded of the wisdom of a plank 
in the national platform aimed at 
the ku klux and similar organiza- 
tions, since the punishment of their 
infractions of law lies with states 
and not with the Federal Govern- 
ment, I feel strongly their danger 
to American institutions. George 
Washington said what every right- 
thinking American must feel, “All 
obstructions to the execution of 
the laws, all combinations and as- 
sociations, under whatever plaus- 
ible character, with the real de- 
sign to direct, control, counteract 
or awe the regular deliberation and 
action of the constituted authori- 
ties, are destructive of (this) 
fundamental principle and of fatal 
tendency. They serve to organize 
faction, to give it an artificial and 
extraordinary force.” 


John Gary Frans, South Caro- 
lina: Thé plank suggested in your 
telegram for adoption by the po- 
litical parties at the approaching 
national conventions is not open to 
serious objection. You have mold- 
ed in concrete form several sec- 
tions of the Constitution of. the 
United States intended to protect 
and to preserve the republic, but 
I think. however. you are unduly 
alarmed as to activities of associa- 
tions you have described.

Isn’t Getting 


Excoriates Them for Their Part in Japanese 
Exclusion and Says Square President 


Square Deal.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Col. 
George Harvey, former Ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain, signalized his 
assumption of the editorship of the 
Washington Post, Edward B. Mce- 
Lean’s newspaper, yesterday, by 
publishing a signed editorial blis- 
tering Senator Lodge and “Mis- 
chievous Moses”—Senator Moses of 
New Hampshire—for the part they 


played in bringing about the adop- 
tion of the Japanese exclusiun sec- 
tion of the immigration act and 
thereby endangering the friend!y 
relationship between the United 
States and Japan. 

Harvey looses infinite sarcasm 
against his erstwhile allies In the 
fight against the League of Nations 
covenant, waged when he was edi- 
tor of Harvey’s Weekly, and they 
were among the leaders of the fcen- 
ate group that balked President 
Wilson. 

The handling of the Japat.ese 
immigration question is se2n by 
Harvey as a striking evidence :f “a 
lack of co-operation in our Gov- 
ernment to a degree become peril- 
us. “There is none comparable 
‘in any other cap- 
ital in the world.” 

An Error and a Blunder. 
“Mr. Wanihara,” Harvey says, 
“onwittingly made an error, Mr. 
Hughes guilelysly made a blunder, 


and Senator wodge made unwar- 


ranted use of both error and blun- 
der. 

‘“Bhere was no occasion for the 
disagreeable happening, no differ- 
ence in principle requiring It, and 
no exigency excusing it. Anyone 
of the three statesmen mentioned 
could and should have avoided it. 
The Ambassador was no more than 
inadvertent in the picking of ‘En- 
glish words.’ The Secretary seems 
to have been quite innocent of the 
implication that might be attached 
to them, and the Senator merely 
gratified his exquisite taste for 
meticulous diplomatic expression. 
So, at least, we prefer to believe.” 
Harvey sees the “whole wretched 
business” as hinging on the use of 
the words, “grave consequences,” 
by the Ambassador. Hughes, he | 
points gut, might have averted the 
trouble by pigeonholing the letter 
or suggesting a modification to nai, 
Ambassador instead of rushing it 
to the Senate on the very day of 
its receipt. 

“This,” he continues, “was an 
amazing lapse on the part of a 
stateseman of the Secretary's rec- 
ognized astuteness, but, even so, it 
might have escaped notice but for 
the deliberate action Of one better 
versed in the wiles and words of 
diplomacy.”’ 

He tella how Lodge, after a se- 
cret session of the Senate, an- 
nounced that the letter contained 
a veiled threat, and how “mis- 
chievous Moses,”’ out of the depth 
of the diplomatic wisdom he ac- 
quired as envoy extraordinary and 
minister plenipotentiary to Greece 
and Montenegro, added fuel to the 
flames. 

Avrowal of Friendahip. 

Harvey quotes Lodge’s avowal of 
friendship for the Japanese people 


and asks: “Now, why did Senator 
Lodge adopt this particular method 
of demonstrating his friendship for 
the Japanese people and Of assuag- 
ing their sensitiveness? Surely he 
must have realized that, whatever 
might have been the deduction of 
so strict a diplomatic construction- 
ist as the mischievous one, the Am- 
bassador had no intention of ad- 
vancing, or the Secretary of State 
of approving, a threat of war 
against the United States 


“If Senator Lodge felt, as doupt- 
less he did feel, and not wholly 
without reason, that the Ambassa- 
dor had made a mistake, might it 
not have been the part of wisdom, 
courtesy and magnanimity to give 
him at least an opportunity to rec- 
tify his error, as subsequently he 
did rectify it most handsomely, in- 
stead of hurling a fresh bone of 
contention into the arena to be 
gnawed by Senators less kindly dis- 
posed than himself? 

“There was ample time between 
April 11 and April 14 to apprise 
the Secretary of State of the de- 
plorable outbreak that would sure- 
ly attend such a pronouncement as 
he should feel called upon to make, 
in the absence of disavowal. And 
who can doubt that, once informed, 
Mr. Hughes would have acted in- 
stantly, that Mr. Hanihara would 
have responded gratefully, and that 
all the unnecessary and offensive 
bawling in the Senate at fancied 
‘Insolence’ and ‘insults’ would have 
been averted. 

“Senator Lodge may not have 
perceived an obligation on his part 
to save Secretary Hughes from the 
effects of his blunder, nor the Am- 
bassador from the consequences of 
his error, nor the President from 
the embarrassment bound to aris2 
from both; but how, as the great 
gentleman that he was born and 
bred and is, he could have so sig- 
nally disregarded his own  sgself- 
respect severely tdxes our imagina- 
tion.”’ 

President’s Course. 


The President, Harvey says, took 
the best course possible in the deli- 
cate situation that was thrust upon 
him, 

“To pronounce the outcome a 
failure of the administration,’ he 
says, “is to falsify the fact. It was 
a triumph over inexpertnéss, mala- 
droitness and mischievousness, in 
sound principle and in straight- 
forward diplomacy for Calvin Cool- 
idge.”’ 

In commenting on the lack of co- 
operation at Washington, the for- 
mer Ambassador takes a_ side- 
swipe at Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur, concerning whose perspec- 
tive, he says, there are “cértain 
misgivings.” He quotes newspa- 
per headlines telling of a speech 
by Wilbur against proposed limita- 
tions of the power of the Supreme 
Court, and suggests that the Secre- 
tary would be better employed in 
giving his undivided attention to 
the Navy. 

“Of Mr. Coolidge, the new edi- 
tor says that ‘as a square man he 
deserves a@ square deal’.” This, he 
declares, the President is not get- 
ting, but is faced instead with ‘‘the 
eynical, chortling, contemptuous 
attitude of certain Republican 
statesmen.”

Former Head of Board Also 
Asks Them to Circulate Pe- 
titions in His Behalf. 


Victor J. Miller, formerly presi- 
dent of the Police Board, and now 
a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for Governor, is seek- 
ing to induce policemen who 
served under him to circulate peti- 
tions in his behalf for the nomina- 
tions, and to work in his: interest.

Holdings in American Metals

resumed work on the American 
Metals Co. case today, it peaceably 
disposed for the time being of the 
intervention of A. L. Fink, who 
claimed the right Saturday to tes- 
tify. An attorney who said he 
represented Fink was told by 
Chairman Brookhart (Rep.) of 
Iowa that Fink was not under sub- 
pena and that the committee did 
not wish to hear him. The attor- 
ney left. 

On Saturday Fink claimed the 
right to tell the committee that at- 
tempts were made to induce him 
to slander President Coolidge and 
to put in allegations abouf tiquor 
furnished by Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.) of Montana to Roxie Stin- 
son. 

Adna R. Johnson, specia!)  As- 
sistant Attorney-General, assigned 
to the alien property office, was 
tfecalled by the committee and 
Wheeler got him to identify How- 
ard Manington and Alfred R. 
Urion, mentioned in the fight film 
and other cases. 

Jesse Smith recommended Urion 
“very highly” at the alien property 
office, Johnson said, and as an 
attorney Urion represented clients 
in several cases before the office.

American Metals Case.

Previous testimony 
has been that the value of the 
German stock holding in the 
American Métals Co., seized dur- 
ing the war. was returned to a 
Swiss corporation in 1922, though 
the Swiss company was a subsidi- 
ary of German corporations. The 
amount was $6,400,000. 

Wheeler asked “on what prin- 
ciple of law” the return had been 
made, and Johnson said that 95 
per cent of the debenture bonds 
of the Swiss corporation were 
“owned by neutrals.” ‘There was 
nothing in the files to show the 
Swiss company was in fact @ sub- 
sidiary of the Germamg corpora- 
tion,’ the witness said. 

First Sight of Contract. 

“Didn't you find in the files this 
contract, dated May 18, 1918, be- 
tween Henry Bruere and the Ger- 
man owners, in which they con- 
tracted to sell this stock,” asked 
Wheeler. ‘“That’s the first I ever 
saw of it,’’ said Johnson. 

“So you took a part of the files 
and decided the case?’’ “We took 
what was submitted to us. I had 
no knowledge of the existence of 
any other records.” 

Richard Merton, the principal 
agent in the negotiations, was first 
refused a return of the $6,400,000, 
Johnson said, and then “made a 
trip to Europe and produced addi- 
tional evidence.’’ 

“What additional evidence did 
he bring back,” Wheeler asked. ‘I 
have worked on 7000 cases: I don’t 
remember,”’ Johnson replied.
